Says He W ill Sign the Bill. 
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Sacramento, Cal., M ay 3.— The Cali­ 
fornia senate showed a resolute de­ 
term ination to put aside the recom­ 
mendations of President W ilson and 
his 
envoy. 
Secretary 
Bryan, 
and 
pass an act prohibiting Japanese and 
other aliens ineligible to citizenship 
from holding land by purchase under 
any circumstances, or by lease for 
more than three years. 
In phraseology the bill, as drafted 
by Attorney General W ebb after con­ 
ferences with Governor Johnson and 
the adm inistration floor leaders, omit­ 
ted the words "ineligible to citizen­ 
ship.” which are offensive to Japan, 
but those in charge of the measure re­ 
peatedly admitted in debate that the 
end Bought was the same. 
Democratic opposition was purely 
tactical. 
The m inority confessed its 
sym pathy with the ends sought and 
freely criticised the bill, not as being 
too drastic, but as being too weak. 
W h ere the m inority differed was in 
its judgment of the means wisest to 
employ. 
This attitude found its expression 
In a resolution offered by Senator Cur­ 
tin and defeated by a vote of 10 to 
20. 
The adm inistration m ajority for 
the bill was solid with a single excep­ 
tion. 
In opposition were eight out of 
ten Democrats, one Progressive and 
Senator W right of 
San 
Diego, the 
lone Taft R epublican in the chamber. 


W hat the Resolution Meant. 


Senator 
Curtin’s 
resolution 
pro­ 
posed that: 
“ The people of the state of Califor­ 
nia defer to th<» wishes of the presi­ 
dent of the United States and this 
legislature will not. at this session, 
pass the bills advised against.” 
The resolution included that it bo 
understood 
that 
the people of the 
state desired substantially the ends 
sought in the adm inistration bill, and 
that "the 
president of the 
United 
States be requested to endeavor to se­ 
cure such treaty or other agreement 
from any 
nation 
protesting against 
the passage of the bills under consid­ 
eration as w ill effectually accomplish 
the end and purpose herein mentioned: 
“ And further, that if, at any time, 
the governor of California 
becomes 
convinced that the success of such ef­ 
fort is improbable, he is hereby re ­ 
quested to call an extraordinary ses­ 
sion of the legislature.” 
The 
chief 
arguments 
advanced 
against the bill and in support of the 
Curtin resolution were: 
Firs t— That the bill was discourt­ 
eous to the president of the United 
States and the Imperial government of 
Japan. 
Second— That 
the ends 
it 
Bought 
might better and more permanently be 
attained by federal negotiations. 
T hird— That 
those 
opposed to 
it 
might invoke the referendum, thus in­ 
hibiting effective action under its pro­ 
visions for a year and seven months, 
during which Japanese, advised of the 
intentions of the state, might acquire 
all the land they were able to buy 
without let or hindrance

Jersey City. N. J., M ay 3.— President 
W ilson interpreted the fight in New 
Jersey for jury reform and constitu­ 
tional revision as a part of the strug­ 
gle of the American people to obtain, 
through the Democratic party, equal 
Justice to ull and special privilege to 
none. 
Though be made no reference to leg­ 
islative policies pending in W ashing­ 
ton the president indicated that the 
protests being voiced against the tar­ 
iff Dill were those of the special in­ 
terests and not the masses. 
“ Some 
of 
my fellow citizens and 
some of their colleagues in W ashing­ 
ton city,” he said, "now think that 
they are hearing the voice of the peo­ 
ple of the United States when they 
are only hearing the part that has be­ 
come vocal by moving down to W ash­ 
ington and Insisting upon its special 
Interests.” 


Assails Certain Influences. 


The president 
spent 
a 
strenuous 
day fighting throughout for the re­ 
form which he came to New Jersey to 
advocate. 
In the laBt speech of his 
trip applause and expressions of ap­ 
proval interrupted him frequently as 
he assailed the influences in the state 
which he charged were managing the 
populous country for private purpose. 
“ I wish that you might do two op­ 
posite things. 
I wish that you might 
forget that I am president of the U nit­ 
ed States, because I came here as n 
Jersey man fulfilling all promises that 
I made to Jersey men; and yet I want 
you to remember that I am president 
of the United States, because it is 
the business of the president to see to 
it. wherever he can, that the people 
get what they have a right to expect. 
"F o r I am not the servant of the 
Democratic purty. 
I am the servant 
of the people acting through the Dem­ 
ocratic party, which has now under­ 
taken some of the most solemn obliga­ 
tions that a party ever undertook, for 
it has stepped forward at a moment 
of universal disappointment and said- 


Party Pledges Its Honor. 


“ ’W e pledge you our honor, as niei* 
and as patrons, that you shall not lie 
disappointed rgnin,* 
-,I was an observer, and a very close 
observer, of the course of politics be­ 
fore I ventured upon that uneasy sea 
and when I ventured upon that uneasy 
sea I was not the land lubber 1 looked. 
1 knew the gentlemen who controlled 
the politics of Essex county. 
Know 
them ? 
W h y, the whole United States 
knew them !” 
"Somebody told me,” he said, "that 
things were so tangled up here that 
jury reform was going to lose any­ 
how and they said: 
'W h y come up 
and fight for a losing cause?’ 
W ell, 
1 know my fellow citizens in New Je r 
sey and I deny it is a losing cause. 
But sup p ose it was? 
I would rather 
have my body one of the first to fall 
by the wull than one of the last."

SEN AGAINST CHINESE LOAN 


Former 
President 
Tells 
Powers 
It 
Means Another Revolution. 


London, May 3.— Dr. Sun Yat Sen, 
form er provisional president of Chinn, 
has cabled an earnest appeal to the 
B ritish and other European govern­ 
ments and peoples to prevent their 
bankers lending money to the Chinese. 
Dr. Sun asserts that the temper and 
indignation of the country have been 
raised to white heat by the revelation 
that the government was implicated in 
the murder of General Sung, former 
m inister of education, and that the 
government, conscious of the enormity 
of its guilt and fearing consequent 
downfall, w ill use the five-power loan, 
which he alleges was unconstitutional­ 
ly Included in defiance of the protest 
of the Peking assembly, in order to 
wage war against the people. 
If the present government is kept 
without money, Dr. 
Sun’s message 
continues, there is a prospect of a 
compromise between it and the coun­ 
try, but the provision of liberal funds 
would be calculated to precipitate a 
terrible and disastrous conflict.

The adoption by the California sen­ 
ate of the amendment to the pending

tion here with Secretary B rya n ’s post­ 
ponement of his return to W ashington 
from Sacramento 
It is believed that 
the secretary hopes to m itigate the 
drastic features of the bill to a point 
where there would be no ground for 
objection from the Japanese govern­ 
ment. 
Any such legislation as that pend­ 
ing in California would not be we' 
coined by the Japanese, but it is said 
that in the higher circles of Toklo it 
is realized that some such legislation 
is inevitable and must be accepted, 
provided Japanese pride is saved and 
the probable Injury to Japanese sub­ 
jects In California is reduced to a 
minimum.

Bills and Coins Follows. 


N ew York. M ay 3.— On the eve of 
what promises to be the greatest equal 
suffrage parade In the history of the 
Am erican woman’s 
struggle for the 
ballot— to be held along Fifth avenue 
— a demonstration attended by sev­ 
eral thousand persons, men and wo­ 
men, was held for the cause in the 
Metropolitan Opera house. 
Theodore 
R oosevelt, appealing 
to 
the East an<l especially to New York 
state to grant votes for women and 
holding thut it is woman’s right to be 
represented on the floor of the state’s 
coming constitutional convention, was 
the principal speaker. 
Dr. Anna Howard Shaw, president 
of the National Am erican Wom an Suf­ 
frage 
association, called 
upon 
the 
country's women to add five new stars 
to the suffrage flag in 1914 and four 
new- stars in 1915. 
A brilliant pageant tableau, portray­ 
ing woman’s "Dream of Freedom,” was 
a feature of the demonstration. 
Men 
and women 
depicted 
the 
march of 
feminine emancipation by represent­ 
ing the states in groups— the thirteen 
original, the twenty-six where women 
do not vote and the nine where they 
are enfranchised, with Alaska added 
to this group. Society leaders, actress­ 
es and bpera singers took part. 
Hope, 
Handmaidens 
of 
FTeedom, W om an, 
H er Sleeping Sisters, Justice and C o 
lumbia were among the characters 
represented. 
Madame Nordlca took 
the part of Freedom. 
The audience took every opportuni­ 
ty during pageant and speeches to 
show its enthusiasm by waving tha 
triangular flag of the cause. 


Prompt Response to Appea l. 


W hen Colonel R oosevelt concluded 
speaking I)r. Shaw made an appeal for 
funds. 
Amounts as high as $100 were 
contributed

"In honor of Mrs. Pankhurst, $25,” 
aroused a storm of applause 
“ Tw en­ 
ty-five dollars, to be contributed by 
my w ife." shouted oue man.

from a man who has been converted 
by his wife,” promised another. 
W ithin twenty minutes nearly $10.- 
000 was pledged. A supreme court Jus­ 
tice promised $25 a month for one 
year. 
A city official and an opera 
singer gave $100 each. 
College girls 
in cap and gown passed w icker bas­ 
kets, which the audience tilled with 
cheeks, bills and coins. 
Colonel R oosevelt was given a pro­ 
longed ovation.

spoke a trifle 
huskily at times 
He dwelt on the Pro­ 
gressive party’s ideal of government 
as corelated with votes for women 
and attacked the underworld as op­ 
posed to equal suffrage.

from holding land by purchase under 
any circumstances, or by lease for 
more than three years. 
In phraseology tho bill, as drafted 
by Attorney General Webb after con­ 
ferences with Governor Johnson and 
the administration floor leaders, omit­ 
ted the words “ ineligible to citizen­ 
ship,” which are offensive to Japan, 
but those in charge of the measure re­ 
peatedly admitted in debate that the 
end sought was the snme. 
Democratic opposition was purely 
tactical. 
The minority confessed its 
sympathy with the ends sought and 
freely criticised the bill, not as being 
too drastic, but as being too weak. 
W here the minority differed was in 
its judgment of the means wisest to 
employ. 
This attitude found its expression 
In a resolution offered by Senator Cur­ 
tin and defeated by a vote of IO to 
20. 
The administration majority for 
the bill was solid with a single excep­ 
tion. 
In opposition were eight out of

lone Taft Republican in the chamber. 


W hat the Resolution Meant. 


Senator 
Curtin’s 
resolution 
pro­ 
posed that: 
“ The people of the state of Califor­ 
nia defer to the wishes of the presi­ 
dent of the United States and this 
legislature will not. at this session, 
pass the bills advised against.” 
The resolution included that it be 
understood 
that the people of the 
state desired substantially the ends 
sought in the administration bill, and 
that “ the 
president of the 
United 
States be requested to endeavor to se­ 
cure such treaty or other agreement 
from any nation protesting against 
the passage of the bills under consid­ 
eration as will effectually accomplish 
the end and purpose herein mentioned; 
“ And further, that if, at any time, 
the governor of California becomes 
convinced that the success of such ef­ 
fort is improbable, he is hereby re­ 
quested to call an extraordinary ses­ 
sion of the legislature."

Jersey City, N. J., May 3.— President 
Wilson Interpreted the fight in New' 
Jersey for jury reform and constitu­ 
tional revision as a part of the strug­ 
gle of the American people to obtain, 
through the Democratic party, equal 
Justice to all and special privilege to 
none. 
Though he made no reference to leg­ 
islative policies pending in Washing­ 
ton the president indicated that the 
protests being voiced against the tar­ 
iff Dill were those of the special in­ 
terests and not the masses. 
“ Some of my fellow citizens and 
some of their colleagues In Washing­ 
ton city,” he said, “ now' think that 
they are hearing the voice of the peo­ 
ple of the I'nited States when they 
are only hearing the part that has be­ 
come vocal by moving dow n to Wash­ 
ington and Insisting upon its special 
interests.” 


Assails Certain Influences. 


The president 
spent 
a strenuous 
day fighting throughout for the re­ 
form which he came to New Jersey to 
advocate. 
In the last speech of his 
trip applause and expressions of ap­ 
proval Interrupted him frequently as 
he assailed the influences in the state 
which he charged were managing the 
populous country for private purpose. 
“ I wish that you might do two op­ 
posite things. 
I wish that you might 
forget that I am president of the Unit­ 
ed States, because I came here as a 
Jersey man fullilling all promises that 
I made to Jersey men; and yet I want I 
you to remember that I am president I 
of the United States, because it is I 
the business of thp president to see to 
it, wherever he can, that the people 
get what they have a right to expect. 
“ For I am not the servant of the 
Democratic party. 
I am the servant 
of the people acting through the Dem­ 
ocratic party, which has now under­ 
taken some of the most solemn obliga­ 
tions that a party ever undertook, for 
It has stepped forward at a moment 
of universal disappointment and said- 


Party Pledges Its Honor. 


“ ‘W e pledge you our honor, as mc-u 
and as patrons, that you shall not he 
disappointed again.’ 
'I was an observer, and a very close 
observer, of the course of politics be­ 
fore I ventured upon that uneasy sea 
and when I ventured upon that uneasy 
sea I was not the land lubber I looked. 
I knew the gentlemen who controlled 
the politics of Essex county. 
Knew 
them? 
Why, the whole I'nited States 
knew them!” 
“ Somebody told me,” he said, "that 
things were so tangled up here that 
jury reform was going to lose any­ 
how and they said: ‘W hy come up 
and fight for a losing cause?’

I know my fellow citizens in New Je r­ 
sey and I deny it is a losing cause.
